British Order 
Shackles Cut 


From Captives 


LONDON, Dec. 10.—(#)—Brit- 
ain and Canada today ordered 


shackles strickén from German 
war prisoners Saturday and wait- 
ed to see whether Germany would 
follow suit: 

“Welcoming” the suggestion of 
the Swiss government that Ger- 
many, Britain and Canada release 
all prisoners from chains on De- 
cember 15, the British and Cana- 
dian governments went the Swiss 
one better and ordered the men 
unshackled Saturday. 

It was not known here whether 
Germany would release British 
and- Canadian prisoners captured 
at Dieppe in the August comman- 
do raid from the chains in which 
they were bound on September 2. 

The unofficial attitude here was 
to wait ahd see what Germany 
would do. There was no immedi- 
ate sign’ what course Britain 
would follow if the Germans kept 
the men in chains. 

In Ottawa, Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King announced Canada’s 
agreement to the Swiss proposal 
and expressed the “earnest hope 
that the German government was 
also promptly accepting” it. 

Britain and Canada ordered 
chaining of. prisoners October 10 
as a reprisal for the shackling of 
prisoners in Germany. 

Germany announced early in 
October that shackles had been 
placed upon 1,268 men and 107 of- 
ficers captured at Dieppe. 

The exact number of prisoners 
shackled in Canada was said to 
have been equivalent to the num- 
‘ber of British and Canadians the 
Germans reported in irons. 

The shackling apparently was 
tniform in the three countries, 
handcuffs being applied in 
morning and removed in the early 
evening. 

When the handcuffs were first 
put on in Canada German ad 
eners in the Bowmanville, Ont., 
camp demonstrated in force, caus- 
ing injuries to priseners and 
guards. — 

In an official statement on the 
disturbance, Canadian Defense 
Minister James Ralston said the 
prisoners barricaded themselves 
in their barracks and some. warn- 
ing rifle shots were fired, three 
in the air and one in the ground. 
The bullet fired at the ground 
ricocheted and wounded a prison- 
er in the leg. 

The statement said a guard was 
seized and “brutally assaulted” 
and two prisoners received light 
bayonet wounds 
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Turpentine Rubber 
Process To Be Studied 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(4)— 
A hearing will be held tomorrow 
on a process for the manufacture 
of synthetic rubber from turpen- 
tine, Chairman Gillette, Demo- 
crat, lowa, of a senate agriculture 
subcommittee, announced today. 

Principal witness will be John 
A. Colman and Alfred A. Spanier 
of General Catalytics, Inc., De- 
troit..Mich., who, the senator said, 
claim they have developed the 
process.

The exact number held is not 
known, the Fighting French said. 
They added it is known that 
Vichy sent so many political pris- 
oners to Morocco that the jails 
were overtaxed and concentration 
camps were built. Hundreds of 
army and navy officers were said 
to have been jailed in Dakar and 
Martinique for attempting to con- 
tinue: the war from those bases 
long before America entered the 
conflict.

660,000 Workers Frozen 


To Delay Flow 
In Oil Pipe Line 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(4)— 
The $35,000,000 Texas-to-Illinois 
pipe line, for which 137,000 tons 
of precious steel were finally allo- 
cated so that 300,000 barrels of 
oil could be moved 550 miles closer 
to the oil-starved east each day, 
probably will lie useless for more 
than a month after its completion 
next week. 

This was disclosed today by Pe- 
troleum Administrator Ickes, who 
reported that inability to get 
pumping equipment made it un- 
likely that the urgently needed oil 
could start flowing through the 
line before February 1 although 
his schedule called for a start next 
Tuesday. 

Ickes told a press conference 
there had been a delay in manu- 
facturing the equipment because 
“something went wrong in the fin- 
ishing” at the Bethlehem Steel 
mills.

Retailer Not Affected. 

The new order does not clamp 
a price control on live cattle, 
which already has soared to the 
highest level since August, 1919, 
and 136 per cent of parity, OPA 
said. Neither is the ceiling of the 
retail meat market affected. Each 
dealer’s prices are still pegged at 
the highest March price. 

However, the OPA said changes 
in the retail ceiling “might come 
later, whenever and wherever nec- 


essary to prevent a profit squeeze 
on butcher shops.” 

The new ceiling on beef car- 
casses and wholesale cuts will be- 


diately, 


Asserting that “unnecessary la-f 


bor turn-over hinders war produc- 
tion,” the plan, effective imme- 
stipulates that workers, 
even some engaged in such occu- 
pations as agriculture, food pro- 
cessing and communications serv- 
ices, must obtain clearances from 
former employers before leaving 
one job for another. 

The program will be implement- 
ed by agreement on the part of 
employers not to hire or solicit

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(#)— 
Youngsters who became 18 years 
old in July and August of this 
year will step up and register for 
the draft during the week which 
begins tomorrow. 

The country over, they are to 
present themselves at the offices 
of their local draft boards. Or if 
they are traveling, they may reg- 
ister anywhere, and the papers 
will be forwarded to their home 
board. If they have more than one 
place of residence, they may take 
their choice. 

The registration is intended to 
carry out the purpose of the re- 
cently enacted law making 18 and 
19-year-olds subject to the draft. 
More than a half-million are in- 
cluded in this age group, but many 
of them already have enlisted. 

Youths who became 18 before 
last July have registered previous- 


ly. With those who became 18 in

Georgia’s 188 draft boards are 
prepared today to begin the sixth 
major undertaking of their two- 
year existence—the registration of 
approximately 17,000 18-year-old 
men. 

Lieutenant Colonel Cliff Hatch- 
er, assistant state director of se- 
lective service, said the job will 
take the greater part of the next 
three weeks and boards will re- 
main open from 9 o'clock to 5 
o’clock every day except Sundays 
and Christmas Day to handle the 
crowds. 

After the three-week registra- 
tion period, which was set by the 
President and officially proclaim- 
ed by Governor Talmadge, has 
passed, boards will receive day- 
to-day registrations from youths 
as they achieve their eighteenth 
birthdays. 

All employers have been ask- 
ed by the Presiaent and the Gov- 
ernor to give their employes suf- 
ficient time off to register. Be- 
tween the arrivals of 18-year-old 
registrants the draft boards will 
be busy re-classificying 38 and 
44-year-old men, Colonel Hatcher

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Ground Action 
Is Temporarily 
Lulled by Rain

LONDON, Nov. 10.—(#)—Fight- 
er planes urgently needed by the 
Allies to clear the skies for their 
final full-scale lunge against the 
Axis in Tunisia were reported 
pouring into advance bases in “a 
sembly line style” today, but 
heavy rains created a temporary 
lull in ground fighting in that sec 
tor, broken only by jabbing patrol 
action. 

Dispatches said downpours had 
turned the winding mountain 
roads west of Tunis and Bizerte 
into yellow streams of mud, mir- 
ing motor vehicles and further 
complicating the Allies’ heavy sup- 
ply problems. 

The Morocco radio reported that 
Allied forces had resumed the of- 
fensive in the Tebourba-Mateur 
sector, but there was no confirma- 
tion from Allied headquarters. 
Fighting patrols and parachute 
troops were reported to be busy 
around the clock, though, and one 
detachment of Allied parachutists 
was said to have cut Axis supply 
routes south of Tunis and to have 
carried out crippling demolitions 
within 10 miles of the capital city. 


Berlin Claims. 


The Berlin radio, quoting “com- 
petent German military quarters,” 
reported that Axis forces had oc 
cupied Tabarka, Tunisian seaport 
on the Mediterranean only 10 
miles from the Algerian frontier 
and far into territory presumably 
controlled by the Allies. 

Allied headquarters said they 
“hadn’t heard anything about” the 
report. Informed military sources 
said if it were true the Axis would 
have had to land considerable 
forces by sea to make the occu- 
pation effective. To have reached 
Tabarka by land, they said, an 
Axis column would have had to 
fight its way through strong Al 
lied forces, and no such engage 
ment had been reported on the 
north coast of Tunisia. — 

The official German news 
agency DNB also made an unsup- 
ported claim that the Axis had 
captured an important pass south- 
west of Tebourba, as well as two 
more heights in the same area, 
and had destroyed 20 Allied tanks, 
It said that all Allied counter- 
attacks on Tebourba had collapsed 
in the face of strong antitank and 
ack-ack fire and dive-bomber re 
sistance. 

Poised for Assault. 

French headquarters in North 
Africa reported through the Mo 
rocco radio that its “offensive re 
connaissance movement continued 
according to plan.” 

General Sir Bernard Montgom- 
ery’s British Eighth Army, poised 
for an assault on the entrenched 
Germans at El Agheila in Libya, 
was reported in sharp preliminary 
stabs to feel out the enemy for-

To Housebreak 


Baby Too Early, Expert Says 


By JIM LITTLE. 

Parents who feel secure because | 
their precocious child has appar- 
ently become housebroken after 
the first few months are in for a 
distinct letdown, and probably at 
a time when it is the most em- 
barrassing. 

For childhood habits are perma- 
nently formed, says Dr. Alexander 
Ashley Weech, only when a par- 
ticular area of the brain has suff> 
ciently developed to absorb teach- 
ing, and no matter how often the 
little fellow is “potted,” he will 
not respond to his instruction until 
he gets good and ready, which usu- 
ally is around the second year. 

Relates Experiments. 

Dr, Weech, professor of pedi- 
atrics at the University of Cincin- 
nati and medical director of the 
Children’s Hospital Research 
Foundation there, told of interest- 
ing experiments he had made with | 
children at the Georgia Pediatric 
Society’s 10th annual scientific 
meeting at the Biltmore yesterday. 

Through an. electrically-wired 
play pen which rang a bell every 
time the floor pad was wet, and by 
putting a child through the pot 
routine every hour, scientists were 
able to rate the subject as to what 
they called the “success factor.” 

They took a pair of twins, let 
one to his own devices and placed 
the other under a strict training 
routine. At one month the test 
twin’s success factor was 40 per 
cent, but at nine months this had 
dropped to 10 per cent. 

“Then he began to learn fast,” 
Dr, Weech recalls, “and had run 
his factor up to 50 per cent when 
we taught him there were many 
toilets in the building. He became 
so frustrated that he dropped 


'down to 10 per cent.” 
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Slow Buildup. 

After that began a slow buildup 

in which the test twin reached the 
top at 750 days. 

But by that time the other twin, 

who was placed under training at 


700 days, had reached the same 


'success factor, which proves that 


no amount of premature schooling 
does any permanent good. 

The time to start training, Dr. 
Weech had found, is when the 
child begins showing an active in- 
terest in his accomplishment, such 
as stamping his foot in the puddle 
he has made. And the age at which 
‘this characteristic shows up de- 
pends on the child’s physical and 
mental makeup. 

In short, leave him alone with 
respect to this and other habits of 
infancy like thumb-sucking and 
head-beating. If you pester him 
his attention gets so centered on 
his shortcomings that he won't be 
able to learn the things he has a 
right to learn. 

College Mothers. 

One of the pediatrician’s worst 
helpmeets is the intelligent, col- 
‘lege-tutored mother. She is so 
‘eager to apply her intelligence and 
to do a good job that she’s often 
'wrapped up in a dozen or more 
lofty books on child psychology 
and completely. stymied on the 
fundamental principles of child 
rearing. 

Dr. Weech’s paper was one of 
dozens, mostly of a scientific and 
technical nature which pediatri- 
cians heard to keep them posted 
on the latest developments in their 
profession. 

Other papers were read by Dr. 
Meredith ‘Campbell, professor of 
urology at the New York College 
of Medicine, and Dr. Abraham 
Levinson, assistant professor of 
pediatrics at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. Others who took part in the 
program included Mrs. W. W, An- 
derson, of Atlanta; Major F. Fow- 
ler, president of the Fulton County 
Medical Association; Dr. W. ;

and Willingham. 

Barrett was a native of Augusta. 
He was a forn.er president of the 
Augusta Kiwanis Club and at the 
time of his death was serving on 
the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity System hospital here and 
as a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Young Men’s Library 
Association. 

He was stricken last night witha 
heart attack.

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Wiped Out by Allies 
Under MaecArthur 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, Friday, 
Dec. 11.—(AP)—The collapse of a counterattack by Japanese 
ground troops trapped at Buna and confirmation of reports 


that the Allies have occupied 


all of Gona on northeast New 


Guinea’s shore were announced today in General Douglas 
MacArthur’s noon communique. 


Of Buna, where the Allies now 
are in position to. throw strength 
hitherto divided between that point 
and Gona some 12 miles up the 
coast, the communique stated: 

“A night counterattack by the 
enemy in the Buna area collapsed 
under our fire. Bitter hand to hand 
fighting ensued throughout the po- 
sition in a struggle for pillbox- 
“type enemy machinegun emplace- 
ments. Our air force continued in 
direct support of the action.” 

Gona Occupied. 

Of Gona, it said: 

“The Gona area has been com- 
pletely occupied by our forces.” 

With the fall of Gona; an- 
nounced by Prime Minister John 
Curtin, of Australia, the surviving 
Japanese garrison of the ambitious 
force that in midsummer threaten- 
ed the main Allied base of Port 
Moresby, on the south coast of New 
Guinea, was left holding only a 
few miles of bomb-torn ground at 
Buna. 

That Buna could hold out much 
longer against American forces al- 
ready at its outskirts and fighting 
bitterly for possession of its air- 
field was doubtful. Dispatches 
from that sector said American 
troops were entrenched at two 
places at one end of the Buna land- 
ing field, with Japanese blazing 
away from the other end. Allied 
bombers were reported raking the 
narrow Japanese-held zone be- 
tween the air field anc the sea. 


400 laps Slain. 

Prior to Curtin’s announcement 
that MacArthur’s men had cleaned 
out the Gona sector, the regular 
communique from. Allied head- 
quarters had told of the smashing 
of a Japanese attempt to break 
out of the coastal trap under cover 


of darkness. Ninety-five of the en- | 


emy were reported killed and four 
captured, bringing to more than 
400 the number of Japanese re- 
ported slain in that area in recent 
weeks. 

What appeared to the imminent 
final destruction of the enemy’s 
expedition into southern New 
Guinea, nearest the Australian 
mainland, did not mean that the 
Japanese would be entirely elimi- 
nated from Big Island, for they 
are established ats everal points 
farther north. 

Yet it did mean that General 
MacArthur, undertaking his first 
important land offensive against 
the Japanese since his retreat from 
the Philippines, had been success- 
ful in throwing back the enemy’s 


rst thrust at the Australian main- | 


Jap Retreat. 

The Japanese made their initial 
landing at Gona last July 22, and 
from their Gona-Buna beachheads 
started an invasion drive which 
carried them across the towering 
Owen Stanley mountains to with- 
in 32 miles of the important Allied 
‘base at Port Moresby. Then they 
were halted, and subsequently 
were forced to begin their first 
real retreat of the war back across 
the mountains, finally to be 
hemmed in on the narrow strip 
between Buna and Gona, and cut 


off from relief from the sea by 
American bombers and warships. 

Curtin in his announcement of 
the fall of Gona before the house 
of representatives at Canberra 
paid tribute to the American 
planes and fighting ships in pre- 
venting the Japanese from rein- 
forcing their trogps either in New 
Guinea or at Guadalcanal. 

“American superiority by land, 
sea and air and American capacity 
to reinforce Guadalcanal are good 

mens of ultimate success in the 
conflict in the southwest Pacific,” 
he said. 

Curtin ‘warned, however, that 
the Japanese had _ concentrated 
strong forces on the island of 
Timor, to the northwest of Austra- 
lia, and could be expected to 
launch heavy attacks from there. 

Allied headquarters, expanding 
on the continuous and deadly as- 
sault on Japanese communications 
and supply points in the Solo- 
mons, reported that 10 enemy 
planes had been destroyed and 
four others damaged so badly they 
probably crashed when American 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
bombed the Japanese airdrome at 
Gasmata, New Britain. Every 
American plane was said to have 
_returned from the raid. 
| There were no reports of addi- 
‘tional enemy attempts to get sea- 
borne reinforcements through 
either to Buna-Gona or Guadal- 
canal in recent days. Six Jap- 
anese destroyers which were 
'driven off by a heavy aerial ‘at- 
tack when they tried to approach 
‘the Buna area earlier in the week 
‘apparently had returned to their 
base. When last seen one of them 
'was sending up huge clouds of 
brownish smoke, members of the 
attacking a squadron said.

Time Has Come for Tennessee 


Boundary Fight, Senator Says

The time has come for Georgia 


to quit trying to settle its bound- | 


ary dispute with Tennessee as 
gentiemen should, said a state sen- 
ator yesterday, and vo accept what 
he called Tennessee’s challenge to 
“fight to hell and breakfast.” 

Ruffled by the refusal of Gov- 
ernor Prentice Cooper, of Tennes- 
see, even to confer with a Geor- 
gia legislative committee about 
the dividing line between the 
states, Senator Wilmer Lanier, of 
Augusta, asserted that ‘“Tennes- 
see. through its governor, invites 
a fight.” 

Georgia heretofore has done all 
in its power to avoid a fight over 
the boundary, said Lanier, but 
now that it is invited to fight, “it 
should accommodate the state of 
Tennessee and its ‘hard-headed’ 
governor.” 

He recommended to the _ full 
committee, in a letter to the chair- 
man, that “no furth.: efforts be 
made with Tennessee to settle 
this matter as gentlemen should 
settle any differences, and that is 
quietly and by round-table  dis- 
cussion.” 

The senator quotec Governor 
Cooper as saying, in a telephcne 
conversation with him, that he 
was “not going to talk to any 
committee or anybody else about 
the line” and that “Tennessee ex- 
pected to keep every foot of 
ground it has and it would fight 


any effort made to hell and_/| 


breakfast.” 

The Georgia legislators, a joint 
committee appointed by the last 
general assembly to adjust the 


chronic controversy, contends 
that Tennessee has and is receiv- 


ing taxes on about $100,000,000 
worth of property that should be 
part of Georgia. 

They maintain that the true 
dividing line is the 35th para-lel 
of latitude but that surveyors, in 
running this line in 1818, swung 
too far to the south and sliced 
as much as a mile off Georgia in 
places. In this lost territory, they 
claim, is all of Copperhill, Tenn., 
and suburban areas of Chatta- 
nooga. 

At a meeting last week, the 
committee asserted that even the 
1818 line is not marked and that 
Tennessee is still advancing south- 
ward, encroaching on Georgia.

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Municipal Economy 

The tentative budget prepared for the 
operation of Atlanta’s municipal government in 
1943, by the 1942 Budget Commission, provides 
for the saving of approximately $100,000 by 
leaving unfilled some 75 job vacancies created 
when city employes went into the armed 
services. 

There can be no question but that this 
recommendation, in principle, is wise. An even 
more drastic reduction in city expenses would 
be approved by the people generally, provided 
it can be effected without reduction of essential 
service below the minimum efficiency required 
for public health and public safety. 


This is war and local governments, even as 
individuals, must so arrange their affairs that 
only essential maintenance and improvement 
projects be considered for the duration. Im- 
provements and expenditures which can be 
postponed, no matter how desirable, should be 
delayed until the postwar period which is 
coming. 

The cost demands of the war and the 
scarcity of many materials make it the pa- 
triotic duty of all citizens to do without many 
things which, in normal times, come under the 
head of near-necessities. Until the war is won 
and we are thereby enabled to plan ahead with 
reasonable certainty that our financial and 
material needs can be met, it is the only wise 
policy, for both individual and community, to 
practice the most stringent economy. 


The city should, therefore, follow the policy 
of maintaining only those services which are 
vital to public safety and health and to the 
continuance of necessary activities of business, 
social and communal life. This essential main- 
tenance should be secured at the lowest possible 
cost. Then, if there is any public revenue left 
as surplus, this should be laid aside and held 
as a fund to finance all those desirable projects 
which some day we can undertake but which 
are today temporarily shelved because of the 
war. 

If the city has such a surplus, it could do 
no better than invest it in some issue of War 


Bonds.

Franco’s Position 

It is not likely that Franco, of Spain, will 
abandon the neutral position his country has so 
far held in the war, despite his outright ap- 
proval of the Fascist system of government, 
given in his speech of a few days ago. 

It has been known all along that Franco’s 
sympathies were with the Axis in this war. Yet 
the high commercial value of Spanish com- 
merce, which still continues with the United 
States, coupled with the weakened condition 
of his country after years of civil war, com- 
bine to make it the course of wisdom that 
Spain refrain from actual fighting. Some few 
Spaniards did, it is true, join the German 
arms as volunteers, but their number was too 
small to be significant. 

If Franco did not become a belligerent dur- 
ing the years when Axis victory appeared in- 
evitable, it is not likely he will now toss his 
nation into the cauldron, when it is becoming 
clearer every day that victory will ultimately 
rest upon the banners of the United Nations. 

Spain could, conceivably, be of nuisance 
value to the Axis by attacking the fortress of 
Gibraltar from the land side. It is scarcely 
conceivable, however, that Gibraltar would fall 
to any Spanish attack. For a little while Span- 
ish guns in Spanish Morocco might interfere, 
to a certain extent, with United Nations’ ships 
passing through the Strait of Gibraltar, but 
with all the rest of Northern Africa in our 
hands, it would not be difficult to take over 
Spanish Morocco, that narrow strip of land 
along the coast. Which would simply make 
more secure our hold upon the Mediterranean. 

It is, of course, to be hoped that Spain 
remains neutral. And, if Franco is half as

observant of the course of the war as he should 
be, he will scarcely tempt fate by openly joining 
a cause which even Germans must, today, see 
is rapidly becoming hopeless.

Fairburn Vindication 

Several weeks ago the Fairburn Selective 
Service Board, which had functioned efficiently 
since the inception of that war measure, resign- 
ed following what members said was obvious 
political interference with one of their deci- 
sions. 

The man involved was one of 18 from 
farms whom the board had judged did not 
come under the deferment regulations. State 
headquarters deferred the one man and let the 
17 others go into the service and the board 
immediately resigned. 

The file now has been returned with the 
statement that: 

“Since he produced only 80 war units when 
he should produce 276, his continued deferment 
is not recognized by this headquarters, and 
you are authorized to re-order him for induc- 
tion. Since his induction was delayed by this 
headquarters, you may forward him to the 
induction station any day this month except 
December 24, 25, 26.” 

Thus the Fairburn board is vindicated in 


the fairness and justness of its decision, and. 


those who caused the delay properly are 
rebuked. 

The board said that, from the beginning, 
the young man involved was not seeking to 
avoid service but was ready to go. Political 
interference, of which the board reported it 
had positive evidence, caused the resignations. 

It is to be hoped the board members will 
resume their service. They have been vindi- 
cated and their communities need men of their 
judgment and courage. The great wisdom of 
the act was in requiring local men to serve 
in each community. 

It is not an easy matter to serve on a 
Selective Service Board. Many of the decisions 
are difficult. Often parents feel they and their 
sons are being discriminated against. The facts 
are, however, that the National Selective Service 
Act has been administered with more success 
than was expected. It is a tribute to the many 
board members over the nation that fairness 
and' justice has been the rule, The Fairburn 
case is but one example.

Threat Becomes Asset 

Ever since pre-Pearl Harbor days, the port 
of Dakar, in West Africa, has been recognized 
as the focal point of threat against the 
Americas. Dakar is only 1,200 miles from the 
coast of Brazil, thus being the nearest point 
from which the Axis could, conceivably, launch 
attack against this continent. Furthermore, 


‘Dakar in Axis hands was a home port for sub- 


marines and surface raiders, thus containing 
the menace to shipping in the South Atlantic. 

Now Dakar is in our hands. As one more 
result of the use made by General Eisenhower 
of the French admiral, Darlan, we have gained 
Dakar as a port through which we can bring 
in men and supplies for the African campaign, 
We also secure the use of the air fields there, 
thus providing an additional stopping place 
for planes headed to reinforce the African 
commands. 

Furthermore, with our ships stationed there, 
Dakar becomes, instead of a menace, a chief 
point of defense for the South Atlantic ship- 
ping lanes. 

All in all, acquisition of Dakar and its 
facilities is one of the greatest gains, for our 
side, in the war to date. There are, undoubt- 
edly, many excellent reasons why collaboration 
with Darlan should not go too far. But, from 
the purely military standpoint—which, so far, 
is the only consideration we have admitted— 
his aid is justified in the acquisition of Dakar 
alone. 

Dakar, once a chief threat against our 
cause, has, overnight, become an extremely 
valuable asset.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 


TWICE DECEIVED WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—From the evi- 

dence now at hand it begins to appear 
that Colonel Charles Lindbergh, the noted air expert, was taken 
for a ride by the Germans in one direction as much as he was 
by the Russians in the other. : 

During the days before Pearl Harbor, when 
he was charging up and down the country 
making speeches urging a nonaggression pact 
with the trustful Nazis, Lindbergh told the 
world that Russian air power was nil. The 
story is now well known how the Russians 
tricked him into making such a false appraisal 
of their air strength. When he visited the coun- 
try on an inspection tour shortly before the 
war, Soviet officials, distrusting his close con- 
tacts in Berlin, were careful not to show him 
any of their modern equipment. He went away 
with the impression that the Russian air force 
was made up of a lot of Model T designs. 

But if the Russians deceived Lindbergh in 
one direction the Germans seem to have been 
equally successful in pulling the wool over his 
eyes in another. It probably suited their pur- 
pose at the time to create a grossly exaggerated 

conception of their air power. In any event, the 
American flyer returned from Berlin with tales which greatly over- 
estimated the power of German aviation. 

Figures on German plane production, of course, are not avail- 
able. But it has been evident now for something like a year and 
a half that the German air force was much smaller than we were 
led to believe. It appears to have been inflated purely by prop- 
ganda, purposely designed, perhaps} to intimidate their enemies. 


ONE-FRONT LUFTWAFFE As to the evidence, there has 


not been a first-class air raid on 
England since the Russiah invasion of June 22, 1941. Despite the 
fact that the British in the past six months have conducted some 
of the most devastating attacks of the war on German cities, the 
Nazis haven’tretaliated. No one believes for a moment that Hitler 
would deny himself thus if he could spare the planes to send 
against England. 

Moreover, an extraordinary situation has developed since our 
own air forces began to be active in Britain. Wegwould send fight- 
ers over France and other Nazi-occupied areas of Europe and the 
Germans would refuse to come up to meet them. Later it was 
learned that the Germans had given orders for their fighters not 
to engage anything but bombers. 


PROOF OF SHORTAGE Here was unmistakable evidence that 


the Nazis were short of planes or 
pilots or something. Our fighters have roamed unmolested over 
France. General Arnold, chief of the Army Air Force, confirmed 
all of this the other day when he said: 

“Ever since August last we have had our P-38’s in England. We 
have anxiously awaited reports of their effectiveness, but for one 
reason or another the German fighters would not close for a fight, 
although we have given them many opportunities.” . 

Various explanations have been advanced for the new German 
timidity. Some of our military observers recently back from Eng- 
land have suggested that perhaps the Germans are retooling pre- 
paratory to bringing out new and more deadly models. This, how- 
ever, would not seem to explain their reluctance to use reserve 


forces more freely. 


RUSSIA TO AFRICA Another bit of evidence has come from 


developments on the African front, The 
Germans have thrown into the battle there considerable air forces, 
but some of the pilots we have shot down revealed that they had 
come directly from the Stalingrad area. Also, we know from the 
Russians that there has been a sizable let-up in the German air 
pressure on them since we moved into Africa. 

* Before that it is a known fact that the Germans did not give 
any important air protection to Rommel’s forces when they were 
set upon by the British and sent reeling backwards. 

All of this adds up to an obvious conclusion that something 
drastic has gone wrong with the vaunted German Luftwaffe. Either 
their production has been far below what it was originally reported 
to be, or their losses have been too great to refill. 

At one time the British thought that the German bottleneck 
may have been in pilots, since at the beginning of the war they 
were understood to have had a reserve of some 30,000 planes. It 
was suggested that, having planned to win the war in 1940, they 
had not expanded their pilot training program sufficiently to supply 
a larger air force. 


WANING STRENGTH Whatever the reasons, there is every 

, indication now that German air power 
is waning, certainly in relation to our own. Competent authori- 
ties make the statement that Russian and British aircraft produc- 
tion combined may now be equal to that of Germany and Italy. 
The United States has already reached a production figure of 4,000 
a month, and this will be doubled in 1943. We alone are probably 


now destroying Japanese planes 
producing them.

Wendell L. Willkie within its fold. 

The chief result of the embroglio 
that kept the members of the Re- 
publican national committee, in 
its first after-election sessivn here, 
in turmoil for two days was the 
selection of Harrison E. Spangler, 
an old-time Hoover conservative, 
as national chairman, to succeet 
Representative Joseph W. Mar*'n 
Jr., resigned. 

To the extent that Mr. Spang- 
ler’s name came out of the party 
hat after Werner W. Schroeder, 
the one man directly opposed by 
Mr. Willkie, had been’ stopped, 
this was a Willkie victory. But it 
also is true that Mr. Spangler is 
anything but a Willkie type of Re- 
publication and, in his inner soul, 
his feelings with respect to the 
1940 Republican presidential nom- 
inee probably are about the same 
as those of Senator Robert A. Taft, 


'who led the Schroeder forces. 


The strength of Mr. Spangler, 
in the final analysis, was that the 
Schroederites turned to him with 
great enthusiasm to head off the 
threatened election of a youthful 
neophyte, Frederick E. Baker, of 
Washington, who had displayed 
surprising strength in the ballot- 
ing. 

Nobody knew much abet Bak- 
er’s views on any subject but his 
nominator, Committeeman Ralph 
Cake, of Oregon, described him as 
a “progressive” and the Schroeder 
supporters suspected him of being 
a Willkie plant.

For Boom neered by = com- 
mitteemen from the 


eastern seaboard, substantially to 
the end that was finally accom- 
plished. Most of this eastern 
group—G. Mason Owlett and Mrs. 
Worthington Scranton, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Clarénce Budington 
Kelland, who lives in New York 
but represents Arizona on the Re- 
publican committee, for example— 
are not Willkieites. But neither 
did they favor action that: might 
be construed as reading Mr. Will- 
kie out of the party. They picked 


on Mr. Baker merely as the best 


man around whom to rally anti- 
Schroeder votes in western states 
and to scare the Schroederites into 
submission. 

As it was, the Baker movement 
came within an ace of catching 
fire and sweeping all before it. A 
great many western committeemen 
liked the idea of bringing in a 
fresh, young figure of their own 
ilk, and at the last it was the 
Bakerites that balked at the 
Spangler compromise. 

On the first ballot Mr. Schroeder 
and Mr. Baker ran even, with 40 
votes apiece, and on the second 
ballot Mr. Baker forged ahead 
with 43 to 38 for Mr. Schroeder. 
At this point Carroll Reece, of 
Tennessee, a Schroeder supporter, 
moved a recess and his motion was 
seconded by O. F. Hume, of Ken- 
tucky, who had voted for Mr. 
Spangler. Amid loud cries of “No” 
from the Bakerites, Chairman Jo- 
seph W. Martin declared this mo- 
tion carried on a standing vote, 
58 to 38. 

It was two hours later before 
the committee reassembled to elect 
Mr. Spangler unanimously, and 
the delay was caused entirely by 
resistance of the western Baker- 
ites to this step. 


Taft There was no such un- 


certainty in the com- 
Changes mittee’s repudiation of 
“isolationism.” Sena- 
tor Taft, who led the fight against 
the Willkie anti-isolationist reso- 
lution, at the committee meeting 
in Chicago last spring, himself of- 
fered a resolution which was 
unanimously adopted, reaffirming 
the Willkie pronouncement. 
Senator Taft explained that he 
had objected originally not to the 
text of the Willkie resolution but 
to its timing, At the time it was 
offered, he said, it was subject to 
the construction that it was a con- 
demnation of members of congress 
who had opposed involvement in 
war before Pearl Harbor. Now, 


‘Senator Taft said, pre-Pearl Har- 


bor isolationism has been remark- 
ably sustained by the voters and 
the issue relates solely to policies 
applicable now and after the war. 

After his election Mr. Spangler 
also was quick to disavow isola- 
tionism. He was opposed, he said, 
to an “international state,” but the 
United States must participate in 
feeding sricken peoples and in 
building a lasting peace. 

“I don’t know whether we will 
need an international police force,” 
he said, “but we may need one 
and if so the United States should 
participate.” 

There now appears to be no 
denial in any accredited Republi- 
can quarter that the party must re- 
nounce isolationism of the char-

YOUR BLOOD, PLEASE A recent report from Russia’s war 
front had this to say: 


“... plasma transfusions have reduced effects of shock, which 
is essentially a disorder of the blood stream (the body tissues seem 
to absorb the blood’s natural plasma) ... blood transfusions can 


be given to wounded soldiers before they are 
carried off the battlefield.” 

In a recent report from Guadalcanal, where 
the United States Marines are making history, 
a report said: 

“Blood plasma saved many lives in the 
front-line dressing stations where men were 
removed by the stretcher bearers. Without it 
and the sulpha drugs the death lists would 
mount tremendously.” 

We already have had reported the appear- 
ance of men whose lives have been saved by 
the availability of blood plasma. They have 
appeared on radio programs and in lectures. 

Lake Russell, former Mercer football coach 
and now field representative for the Red Cross, 
returned recently from Iceland. He spent a 
year there. 

He told of the lives saved by use of blood 
plasma. 

The Germans are using, reportedly, the plasma obtained from 
animals. That may be all right. But we figure to give our soldiers, 
sailors, Marines and merchant marine men the very best chance. 

That’s with plasma from our blood. 

All of which brings me to a letter from the blood donor service 
of the Red Cross. 


FALLING SHORT The Atlanta area, according to the letter, 
isn’t doing the job. 


The blood donor service, which supplies blood to the Army, 
needs an average of 75 donors each day. 

It isn’t getting them. 

In other words, we who have a chance to give a little blood 
aren't giving it. Yet we are expecting a great deal of the men 
who are charging the German and Japanese guns on the far- 
flung battlefields of the world. ;

increased greatly thereby. 


You want him to have that plasma. 


So, my suggestion is this—organize into groups and go down 
together. Take your library club, your book club, your garden 
club, your sewing circle—and go down to the blood donor station. 


If you work in an office, or a store, try to get a hundred or so 
. a men and women who work with you to go out and donate 
ogether. 


It’s fun. No fooling. 

Your only reaction will be a slight feeling of tiredness. So, 
don’t pick a day when you are to be unusually active.

Tricks by Pretending to 


Serve the Lord

We are threatened with another unseemly and unity-destroying 
quarre] early in the new year unless the people themselves do 
something to prevent it. Backers of the anti-poll tax bill say they 
will introduce it again in the next congress. 

Never before in our time has a moot question of such impor- 
tance been so little understood by the general public. The people 
have been fooled by politicians and national commentators who 
have failed to tell the truth. | 

The facts are simple and easily verified. Eight southern states 
still levy a small poll tax, or head tax. Outside reformers do not 
object to the tax itself, which is no more unfair than any other, 
but to the fact that voters in the eight states are required to show 
a poll tax receipt. 

Sponsors of the anti-poll tax bill charge that the tax dis- 
franchises Negroes, and imply that all Negroes in the eight states 
would vote if the tax did not exist. 

That is not true, ahd they must know it is not true. Their 
professed eagerness to “liberate the Negro” is slick politics but 
it isn’t sincere. 

When troops and carpetbaggers left the south, white men re- 
gained control of local government and devised various schemes to 
keep Negroes from voting. Among these was the poll tax. 

It served its purpose for a time, but it does no longer. In one 
southern state that abolished the tax, the percentage of Negroes 
a is less than in other states where the tax is still col- 
ected. 

It isn’t the poll tax that keeps Negroes from voting. If they 
were determined and eager to vote, and nothing but a $2 tax 
stood in their way, do you think that would stop them? They 
don’t try to vote because they know white men are determined to 
keep control, and they’d rather do without the ballot, even if they 
oe it than to start a fuss. 

e poll tax is bad and foolish. It serves no good purpose, 
it is wrong in principle. It should be abolished, si 

But the attempt to abolish it by an act of congress is an effort 
by the national government to legislate for the individual states— 
to tell the states what taxes they shall levy and by what rules they 
shall elect their public servants. It seems a flagrant violation of 
the constitution; and if the people let it be done, they will have 
lost the last safeguard of local self-government.

SAYS MARKETING QUOTA 
SYSTEM RUINS MANY 

Editor Constitution: The Geor- 
gia farmers are being bombarded 
this week by the press, by radio 
and personal contact on the sub- 
ject of marketing quotas. 4 
AAA program is upheld as the | 
most democratic organization ex- 
isting. The facts are: There are 
several thousand farm. owners 
whose farms have been forced out 
of production by marketing quo- 
tas who are not allowed to vote, 
because only the owner or opera- 
tor of a farm that was in opera- 
tion in 1942 is eligible to vote. I 
know several people, mostly wid- 
ows and old men, who are too old 
to work, who on account of the 
small allotments allowed them un- 
der marketing quotas could not get 
their farms cultivated. They are 
victims of the marketing quota 
law, yet they cannot vote in the 
quota elections. Is that democracy 
or gestapo? They claim that there 
is entirely too much cotton. If so, 
why the following? I quote from 
the Georgia AAA €ommitteeman, 
Vol. 1, No. 9, December, 1942, page 
2: “Failure to plant at least 90 
per cent of these crop allotments | 
(cotton, peanuts, tobacco, wheat) | 
will result in deduction of pay- 
ments at a rate five times the com- 
pllance rate.” This means that a 
farmer's crop payment would be 
wiped out entirely if he only plant- 
ed 70 per cent of this allotment. 

I also quote from same as above 
the following: “Failure to achieve | 
90 per cent of war quota on a farm 
will incur crop payment deduc- 
tions at the rate of $15 per acre.” 
Under the above conditions laid 
down by the AAA and under the 
existing labor shortage, how many | 
farmers can earn any payment? | 

The facts are—in my commu- | 
nity marketing quotas as now es- | 
tablished have forced half of the 
cultivated land out of cultivation. 
Most all of us have been forced to 
take reductions of from 50 to 75 
per cent, which, in most instances, 
means that the farm had to be} 
abandoned, because few, if gny, 
businesses can stand a 50 or 75 per 
cent reduction in their income. On 
the other hand there are several 
hundred farmers in this county 
(Hall county, Ga.) who are being 
hired to produce more cotton than 
they produced before we had a 
program. Although many of their | 
farms are not well adapted to the. 
growing of cotton the percentage | 
factor gives them a cotton allot- 
ment, and since the payment is | 
based on the acreage allotment, 
times the vield per acre, times the 
rate of payment. They plant their | 
allotment and try to make all they 
can per acre in order to increase | 
their payments. If there were no 
payments many of them would not 
plant any cotton at all. 

Most all of the highest yields per 
acre in my section go to farmers | 
who raise chickens, have small | 
dairies, and who buy 90 per cent| 
of the feed they use. Instead of | 
growing their own feed they put | 
their manure out on a few acres | 
of cotton, build up their yield per | 
acre and draw a big payment., 

I have taken this up with all the 
AAA officials.

Of Infantile Paralysis Cause 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(4)—Dis- 
covery that the unidentified thing 
which causes infantile paralysis is 
so powerful that three-quadril- 
lionths of a gram gives a mouse a 
fatal case was reported today in 
Science, the journal of American 
acjentists. 

This amount is almost infinitely 
cmall. It is estimated as actually 
only about 180 molecules. This 
infectious material was obtained 
in an attempt to isolate the cause 
of infantile paralysis, which is be- 
lieved to be a virus. 

The experiments were done by 
Jacques Bourdillon and Dan H. 
Moore of the departments of bac- 
teriology and anatomy, College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, Colum- 
bia University. :

The final result was a_ bluish, 
Slightly opalescent fluid, which 
appeared to contain nearly all the 
infectious polio molecules.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10—(AP)—A congressional upris- 
ing against questionnaires brought virtually to final enact- 
ment today a bill to curb the volume of questions govern- 
ment agencies may ask, particularly in relation to OPA’s 


price controls. 


Japs 
To Win Pacific, 


Tojo Declares 


All Allied Strongholds in 
East Asia Taken, Says 
Premier. 


TOKYO (From Japanese Broad- 
casts), Dec. 10. — (4?) — Premier 
General Hideki Tojo declared to- 
day that Japan had established a 
strategic position which would en- 
able her to win the Pacific war, 
however protracted, and contrib- 
ute supplies to Germany and Italy 
to aid in the joint fight to estab- 
lish the Axis world order. 

(The premier did not touch 
upon current military devel- 
opments, in the east or in the 
west.) 

He spoke before an Axis press 
conference in observance of to- 
morrow’s anniversary of the Ger- 
man and Italian declarations of 
war upon the United States. — 

“Within one year of the out- 
break of the greater east: Asia 
war all American and British 
strongholds in east Asia were 
overthrown and nearly all regions 
of east Asia have been liberated 
from Anglo-American domina- 
tion,” he said. 

In response to questions, Tojo 
said relations among the Axis 
partners had been remarkably 
free of friction, in contrast to ‘‘the 
constant bickerings among enemy 
powers.” 

He reaffirmed these points as 
the basis of Axis war relations: 

“First: Japan, Germany and It- 
aly are to prosecute the war joint- 
ly until it ends in their victory. 

“Second: The three powers will 
not conclude a separate peace. 

‘Third: The three powers, even 
avtr termination of the war in 
their victory, will co-operate for 
the completion of a new world or- 
der.” 

(A Rome dispatch broadcast 
by the Berlin radio said the 
message which Tojo sent the 
Italian people on the anniver- 
sary was received “with the 
deepest appreciation.’ ) 

Toio said rich resources ac- 
quired by Japan in the southern 
areas—producers of rubber, petro- 
leum, tin and drugs—were already 
being utilized by Japan for prose- 
cution of the war. 

“Tl think it a pleasure that we 
can contribute .these resources to 
Germany and Italy, our allies,” he 
said 

(The implication was that 
Japan already supplying 
Germany and Italy with a 
share of her loot, but Allied 
advices indicate that any such 
inter-Axis commerce is a 
mere trickle of lightweight 
goods.) 

Some oil field facilities were de- 
stroyed under the Allied scorched 
earth policy, but others were left 
untouched.

At Soldiers 


Atlanta women who visit the 
Army War Show’s Battle Depot, 
which will be located on Tech Ath- 
letic Field, corner Tenth and Bou- 
levard, on December 16, are in for 
some surprises when they see how 
the Army handles what corre- 
sponds to a woman’s household 
duties. Making beds, buying and 
preparing food, doing laundry, 
supplying clothes—all of these 
jobs are done on such a huge 
scale in the Army it makes a 
civilian’s head swim. How this 
work is done is shown in the 
quartermasters’ exhibit in the Bat- 
tle Depot. 

Making beds, for instance. An 
enlistedgman with the -Quarter- 
master Corps takes the floor with 
a regulation Army cot and shows 
the Battle Depot visitors just what 
every soldier must do each morn: 
ing in order to make his bed to 
pass inspection. After he has pre- 
sented a thorough demonstration, 
the women have their turn. 

“C’mon, try it,” he invites. “It's 
just regular hospital style, and it'll 
only take you a minute or two to 
make. Go ahead, I'll help you out 
as you go along.” 


And so the women visitors try 
to do just what their sons do as 
a part of every Army day. The 
bed is made and the woman quite 
proud of her handiwork. The sol- 
dier then calmly gives the bunk 
the “top-kick’s test.” Usually, the 
result is a sad jumble of blankets 
and sheets, and the guest bed- 
maker feels something like the re- 
have collapsed before the first 
sergeant. 

The Army food problem is like- 
wise dramatically presented. In 
one display samples of daily ra- 
tions are shown for each. period 
down to the present day. Multiply 
one soldier’s rations by millions 
and it becomes clear how the 
quartermasters can spend a mil- 
lion dollars each day for food 
alone. Battle Depot visitors are 
shown how that food is prepared, 
where it is eaten. There is the 
mobile field kitchen and the typi- 
cal mess table. 

The Quartermaster Corps han- 
dles the Army’s washing and iron- 
ing problems within the United 
States by operating large commer- 
cial-type laundries. But it is a 
different story when a unit goes 
to battle on foreign soil. No 
washboards go along, bi. instead, 
a giant trailer, known to the Q. 
M.’s as the mobile laundry: ynit. 
Complete with its own power, the 
unit needs only water to operate. 
It washes, rinses and dries and

Toss-up; 80,000 
Fans Expected 


Californians Believe 
Their Representative 
Will Stop Georgia.

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—(INS)— 
The Pacific Coast Conference rep- 
resentative in the Rose Bow! at 
Pasadena, that classic of post-sea- 
son football skirmishes, will be 


chosen Saturday when the Univer- 
sity of Southern California Tro- 
jans and the U. C. L. A. Bruins 
meet in Los Angeles to settle the 
conference championship. 

Should the Bruins win, in spite 
of 6-to-5 odds against them, there 
will be no doubt of their right to 
play Georgia’s much-heralded elev- 
en, because they will amass the 
highest percentage in that league 
with six wins and one defeat. If 
the Trojans win they will have 
five wins and one defeat, which is 
the same as the percentage of 
Washington State. But the Trojans 
have beaten the Cougers 26 to 12, 
which would give U. S. C. the call. 
Also that 21-to-0 lacing the Cou- 
gers took from Texas Aggies, a 
rather weak sister of the South- 
west Conference, would make 
them a very poor drawing card in 
the New Year’s Day battle and 
thus not acceptable. 

There hasn’t been a game of 
football out on the Pacific Coast, 
where they take their gridiron ac- 
tivities more seriously than the 
fans of most any other sector do, 
that has heated up the customers 
more than this one. In spite of 
Georgia rating about 5 to 1 over 
either team in all localities except 
in southern Califorrfia, you can’t 
tell a California fanatic that Geor- 
gia is any cut and dried certainty 
to win the post-season classic. 
They are as loyal to their football 
teams out that way as a day-old- 
bride. 

GAME RATED TOSSUP. 

Possibly the 26-to-12 victory over 
the Cougers by the Trojans is the 
deciding factor in making U. S. C. 
favorite for Saturday’s very im- 
portant battle. But the game is a 
tossup and it will be no surprise 
if the Bruins win. They’ll make 
the determined effort of their ca- 
reer because they have never been 
in the Rose Bowl and have been 
striving for years to reach it. The 
closest they came was in 1935 and 
1939. On the first date they tied 
with Stanford for the conference 
title and the Indians got the call, 
losing to Don Hutson & Co., from 
Alabama. In 1939 the Bruins tied 
the Trojans, who were selected 
and beat Tennessee. 

This time there can be no tie be- 
tween these two. If the Bruins 
win they ll be a certainty be- 
cause they will have the confer- 
ence title tucked away. If the Tro- 
jans win, as before stated, they 
will tie Washington State but hav- 
ing whipped the Cougers they are 
sure of selection. 

Both teams have been hot and 
cold all year. The Bruins lost to

Soldier Cited 


For Bravery, 


Dies in Polk 


Rites Held for John B. 
Garner, Honored by 
General ‘Pershing.

CEDARTOWN, Ga., Dec. 10.— 
Funeral services were held Tues- 
day for John Bunyan Garner, 
51, prominent Polk county citizen, 
who died suddenly Sunday at his 
home near Cedartown. 

Mr. Garner was a member of 
the Shiloh Baptist church, an ac- 


tive member of the American Le- 
‘gion and the Masonic Lodge and 
the Army and Navy Legion of 
Valor. 

He was cited for bravery in the 
first World War and was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross 
by General Pershing. This award 
was given while 12,000 troops of 
the Nineteenth Division stood at 
attention at the first presentation 
ceremony of this medal in the 
United States for valor and hero- 
ism in the war overseas.

State Draft Officials 
Accept Position Of 


Board

which recently resigned in a body because of a dispute over 
induction of a man into Army service—came yesterday in a 
letter from state selective service headquarters. 


The letter was from Major 
Charles S. Heard( state co-ordina- 
tor and personnel officer, who 
asked the board to continue serv- 
ing, and o. k.’ed its position rela- 
tive to the case of the registrant. 
in question, 

Members of the board said they 
were considering the request of 
selective service headquarters to 
continue in office. Local Board 
17, Fulton county, Fairburn, is 
comprised of Dr. Harry T. Bled- 
soe, chairman; H. Grady Cook 
and Zachery T. Tarpley. Dr. R. 
T. Camp is examining physician. 

Letter’s Contents, 

According to the letter, the reg- 
istrant was Lewis M. Hobgood, 
40, a farmer. It was reported at 
the time the board quit the draft 
officials had resigned because 
Hobgood’s deferment had been 
“taken over the heads” of the 
board by the state authorities. 

Major Heard’s letter stated in 
part: 

“This registrant produced war 
units amounting to 79.90 during 
1942. As per his statement dated 
August 1, 1942, he had on his 
farm man power units totaling 
276. Since he produced only 80 
war units when he should pro- 
duce 276 his continued deferment 
is not recommended by this head- 
quarters, and you are authorized 
to re-order him for induction. 

“Since his induction was de- 
layed by this headquarters you 
may forward him to the induction 
station any day this month ex- 
cept December 24, 25 or 26, or, 
should the board wish, he can be 
sent in your regular January call. 

Measure For All. 

“Please permit me to say that 
this headquarters is not interest- 
ed in inducting or deferring any 
particular registrant, but in see- 
ing that all are measured with the 
same yardstick. I am certain that 
this also applies to your board, 

“For you gentlemen, who have 
served since the inception of se- 
lective service, to resign at this 
time would work a hardship on 
the service, and especially to the 
registrants of your good county. 
Since no effort is being made to 
replace you, I will thank you to 
discuss this with other members 
and advise me of your decision. 
Should you wish, I will be glad 
to meet with you and the other 
members at your convenience. 

“TI am returning the file on Mr. 
Hobgood to you herewith.” 

The letter was addressed to 
Chairman Bledsoe. 

At the time of the resignation, 
board members said the registrant 
was willing to go after having had 
two deferments, and. had told 
them he would seek no further 
deferment. 

Hobgood is a former deputy 
sheriff, and brother-in-law of T. 
L. Camp, secretary to Congress- 
man Robert Ramspeck.
